None but the fortuuate can flit onward
over an unsullied expanse of purest snow, while silver
bells, tinkling about the horses' necks, herald their ap¬
proach. But who so poor but can procure a pair of
akates, and seek heelthful diversion on the great pond
reaervud for the masses in tbe Park V And who, with
flushed checks and sparkling eyes, after *n boor's oxer-

For some years past
the lighting of the lake* with gits has been in < uotempla-
Slon. but tor reasons unknown the Coinnus-doncr* have
preferred illuminating the l'ark by mean* of Ilrumniond
lights, wboee ray* shed brilliancy on rertmn portion* of
she rinks, while others remained overhung by Cimmerian
darkness. This season tbe difficulties have Wen obvi¬
ated. nnd steps are now being taken to sceompiish tbe
desired olue. t. A* soon a* the skating «ea«on is furly
Inaugurated, a large force of workmen w II be employed
to clear the ponds and keep them In good condition.
Winter's frequent storms will not interfere with the
pleas ii#« of the steel-abod fraternity, sud the ever-
renewed carpeting of snow will be removed as soon as
mature shall heve hidden beneath its depth the glsacy
surface of the ice.

THB CMOS rOKD,under the management of the proprietor, llr. Cammeyer,ia one of ihe fineet ponds In the Stale. It is located onFlushing avenue, in Brooklyn, E, D , and 1b carefullylaid out and fenced in. The grounds cover nine acres,and the flooding of the pond involved en outlay of(1.200. During the past two weeks extensive prepara¬tions have been made for the Inauguration of the skatingseason, and the buildings destined to accommodate thevisitors have been enlarged and improved, a ladies'
restaurant having been added thereto. At night the
pond will be lighted by four hundred gas jets, placedabout tbe Chinese pegoda erected In the centre of thelake. The Union Pond has boon liberally patronised,and cannot but enjoy popular favor under the supervisionof its able manager.

TBS SXTTLT.mt rose
is only separated from the Union Pond by a fence, and
is, therefore, the scoond very excellent lake on the pos¬session of which tbe skating residents of Williamsburg
can boast. Tbe ground, now flooded in anticipation of a
continuance of cold weather, is used In the summer
months by tbe Satellite Cricket Club. It is equally well
adapted for the two purposes, and the skating fraternity,who were largely represented last winter, will no doubt
deputise a numerous committee, who will each day makethe Ice of the Satellite Pond ring under the steels of
their skates.

OTHER SE ATTSO POHDS,
certainly not as extensive as those briefly described
above, but nevertheless well attended by the lovers of
the sport, arc located in Jersey City, Hoboken, Newark,
on Staten Island, at Ynnkers and in divers places within
a greater or leasor distance from this oity. Every little
burgh has now its rink, and no American citisen, bow-
ever small the village to which be belongs, has any oc¬
casion to envy the Canadians their netural skating ponds.Within the past few years, as heretofore s ated, the in¬
terest taken in skating has assumed huge proportions,
and of late the preparations for a proper celebration of
the season Justify the expressed opinion that skating
has become as national a recreation as baau ball. All
will admit that this is not saying little.

Thsre Is a slight
hush when the Princes of tho family and otbor distln
gnished nobles appear In the Emperor's box.
Thev wear blue coats, gilt buttons, short leggings, silk

stockings and buckled shoes. When they are seated a
great silence ensues which is not broken until an official
announces I'Empereor!
The Kmperor then appears in a bine coat and gilt but¬

tons, he alone wears tbe order of the Legion d'Honneur
en taut'iir under his waistcoat He gives his arm to the
Empress who smiles as if she meant to onloy sverv one's
pleasure and her own in the bargain. When they are
sealed tbo curtain Is drawn up and the performance
begins.

I must not forget to say that two verv grind lords of
the land have to stand behind the Emperor and Em¬
press from the beginning of the entflrtaUuMent to the
and. when, 1 dare say, they wish it www In the power or
great lords 10 change lege. *

The audience never applauds before the Emperor has
given the signal. Betwami the acts the Empress retires
to a small drawioa room, while Ices, sherbets and re-
rreshmrnttM* curried round In all the boxes, Ac.

At tk(r eud of the piny a chamberlain is usually sent
by ale Kmperor to congratulate the actors mid thank
them for the picasuro afforded. On especial occasions
they are invited up to Ihe Imperial box. which hap¬
pened on the night of the Verrt il'Kau. Madeleine Bro-
han wsa particularly distinguished and highly compli¬
mented.
On this evening the Empress wore a white I.yons silk,

with brocade flowers. A black velvet ribbon studded
with diamonds encircled ber neck, and ber hair was
dressed a FUmpire.
Another dress I must descrilie. It was a maize silk

under train, covered with double tulle skirts, at the bot¬
tom of which a plime flounce of the same tulle. On the
right side fell a ebower of sbaded pink roses In perfect
straggling branches, and over the whole a white tulle
tunic, dotted over with gold ra n. The effect of this
toilet was dazzling. It lookod as If It had been caught
from the clouds, while a passing spirit, who bad hastily
cut tbe flowers from a bush, flung them at raudom
among the airy folds.
The headdresses were princlpaltv composed of a dia¬

dem or sail* leaves, with gold flbres: gold tlllgree leaves
were aleo mixed with autumnal tinted foliage Tho oak
and the vine are the favorite shaped leaves. While
pearls are beautifully strung, and are worn with a small
white ostrich feather on the left side Theee pearl
strings are In all colors, some are bronzed, others look
like steel, are wound from tbe chignon round tbe neck
In double rows and form other graceful loops all over
the head besides.

OUR RALEIGH CORRESPONDENCE.

Rajioii, Nov. 90,1806.
Tho peculiar position of North Carolina it thu time,

iU Inharmonious relation* with the general governmeui
and ita anomalous position in the Union, would seem to
demand of ita legislators the exerclaa of great prudence
In designating tboir choice for a representative in the
United States Senate. The selection that has been mitd s

en'y conflrms what I have already been called upon to
record with pain, viz :.the bitter and obstinate antago-
nlam of the present Legislature to the United Slates.

THS SUCTION FOR t'NTTSD STATSH 8BNATOR.
At the last legislative assembly of the State, two men

were chosen to Congress, one a man with rebel antece¬
dents, the other with indisputable Union sentiments,
nte latter in the drawing drew the short term, expiring
on the 4th of March next, and the present election was

to All the vacancy then occurring. The Union men

prophesied that their oppononts would present the names
of Bragg and Cilngman for the position, but while they
erred as to the meh, they have not been mistaken as to
the animus which would prompt tbechoioe ofa successor
by those hostile to the government.
The first ballot in the lower house was without a ma¬

jority of any of the oandldalos presented. Mr. Pool was

proposed and his nomination advooated by Mr. Russ,
the Union member from this county. The rebel Gene¬
ral Ransom was proposed by the opposition and also
lauded for bis claims to an election. Mr. Pool was fully
reoognised as the Union candidate bat was overslaughed.
The election in the lower house finally resulted In the
choice of W. H. N. Smith, an ex-United States and an
ex-rebel Congressman. The Senate was divided between
several candidates, so that the election by the law on

the subject had to be decided by a Joint ballot of both
houses. The candidates alter a few ballots wero re¬
duced to Messrs. Manlv, Smith and Pool The former
waa chosen on the fourth ballot.

THS OSITKD STATSH gXNATOR SLSCT.
The lesson of ths election is brief and very evident

In the determined refusal to re-elect Mr. Pool or some
such undeniably Union man the Legislators baa further
committed Itself in hostility to the government.
The S'-ntitnl, a sheet which insinuated itself Into ex¬

istence as a religious journal, and at preasnt the otyan
of the disloyal politicians of North Carolina, made issue
against Mr. Pool on ths same ground that hla admission
to the Senate was advocated la that body, vis:.-"That
his record was that of a sound loyal Union man through-
oat the entire war: that be coold take the test oath but
for a mere technical difficulty, and that he accepted a

The Progrtt, which is edited by men who fought tn

the rebellion, but who, unlike the pollt clsns, have
frankly and sincerely accepted the result. advocated the
choice of Mr. Pool as one means of restoring the State to
ita full functions In the general government.
Another or the candidates, w. H. N. Smith, was a

member of Congress st the breaking out or the rebel¬
lion. end wee the most formidable rival of Mr. Penning¬
ton, of New Jersey, for the position of Speaker at the
time of the famous "deed lock." At the oatset he wrote
to hie State advising aealnst secession, hut subsequently
changed his views, left Congreee and joined the confed¬
eracy. He was not a sufficient ultralst, however, to salt
the present sentiment of the politics! leaders hore,
though on the first day a snow of electing him
was made with a view of more gradually approaching
their representative man,

VATTHUS B. KANLT,
who previous to i860 was en old line whig, but suddenly
became a most earnest secessionist. During the rebel¬
lion be gave utterance to the opinion that aa the Confed¬
erate government was superior to the civil law the
habeas corpus should be suspended. He is at the present
time an avowed secessionist, and with many would be
susceptible of the charge of old fogytsm. In an address to
his constituency, after the State Convention, in speaking
of the paragraph abolishing slavery, he sa|rl:^"Tuis
change In our social condition, suddenly end violently,
was exceedingly deprecated by me; but It became a ne¬
cessity and could not be avoided." Again he Is a Stats
rights advocate of tbe uncompromising school. With
Itlm the State's superior to the nation. In the addro*
abovo mentioned he said. In objecting to the necessity of
State officers taking an oath of allegiance to the United
States:."I object to it as a pn$tfacin in tbe great argu¬
ment of Si ite rights which it now becomes as to bold
with the sense snd patriotism of the country. I obfect
to it as a sitle Wow at a principle which ought to be met
fairly and openly if met at all, and as calculated to do-
baso the State from the condition of sovereignty und
dignity which it has ever been supposed to ocrupv, to
the condition of a dependency upon the United Stales "
Such is the man North Carolina has chosen to go to
Washington, there to revive all the old exploded griev¬
ances of the South, instead of a sound Union man or
ono at least who has proflisd bv the lessons which the
war has taiu ht, and who is ready for the new order of
things. A really good rebel, who had been In arms
during the whole war, and who has honestly decided to
abide by the result (there are many such, by the way)
would have been inflnitelv preferable.
The rejection of Mr. Pool proves the relapse of the

State Into old secession Ideas At tbe close of the war
a Union man, Mr. Pool, was chosen to ( engross. A year
later an uvowod secessionist is selected.

A NATUBAL NTHTAKI.
Tho Unionists hore sympathise with President John¬

son in the position which be took as the defender of the
Southern Suites against Congressional radicalism When
tho war ceased the political leaders were profuse in their
professions of contrition and future loyally. Confisca¬
tion and the severe penalties of treason were banging
over their heads. When Mr. Holden was Provisional
Governor ho advocated the pardon of the most bitter of
there men. Hence the President was deceived. He
formed an incorrect Idas of the spirit of ths South.
Pew men In the North at the present time comprehend
It. The leaders found that confiscation was not enforced,
and that the penalties of troaaon were not imposed.
They reared their heads once more, and pr essing as
they do the wealth, education and eloquence of the
>*taie, they controlled tbe people, and are again in pos¬
session of ths State government. These men are wrapt
up in their little power here at home. Devoid of na¬
tional enthusiasm they are retarding the re< onstruclion
of tbeir Stale, uulea« on a basis which will preserve their
old aud favorite notions as to State sovereignty.

Business is pros¬
trated, money la scarce, ths people are tutor, the public
mmd is unsettled, and there b a general disgust at the
bo|M-l»sa state of affairs. Congress, therefore, Is looked
forsard to for «om» legislation which will restore con¬
tentment and prosperity. The Union men only ask that
the Stale government be restored to their control They
promise to plaoe tbe .state aright in her attitude to the

C"eral government on all issues, even on that of suf-
ige for the negro, to whom they promise to do full

justlcs. They hope that Congress will remember Presi¬
dent Johnson's own platform, vis., "that if there were
but five thousand Union men in a State they should have
control of its government.' President Johnson was de-
ceived as to the sincerity of the Southern people, as,
indeed, were the masses ai the North. Ha hat now an
opportunity of recommending his original proposition,
and Instead of live thousand ha will Und six lime* that
number of loyal .North Carolinians to carry out hit plan
of rwoaatructius.

In this counsel ion the Husald plan has not only be«n
hailed wlih delight by the Unionism, but it has created
a profound sensation la the ranks of the opposition. It
had the eflhet of rallying any sbsky Unionists, and has
certainly frightened the others, whose prosperi of retain¬
ing office would be but n sorry one srsrs the Hsiald
plan adopted. In (hct they find themselves just now in
a curious dilemma If they ratify the constitutional
amendment they ban and d-afranchise themselves If
they do not, Cougree* will appoint a provisional Gov¬
ernor and dissolve the present legislature.such i5 tbeir
apprehension.

When Governor Patton's message recommending the

adoption of the constitutional amendmont was read In
the Senate of this State, Mr. Bar*« moved to refer it
to the Committee on Federal Relations.
Mr. Carrot thought it would be belter to refer It to

a committee of the whole Senate, when they could talk
upon the subject like men. He did not know whether
his constituents were favorable to the constitutional
amendment or not, but he did know that the state of
the times was such that some immediate aotion in

regard to the suggestions thrown out by the Governor
waa demanded.
Mr. Dstis thought the constitutional amendmen t

would not save them flrom the wrath of the government,
and that they would be called upon to make other
sacrifices, even though they should adopt it.
Mr. Fxldsr, of Montgomery, hoped the matter would

tie discussed in Committee of the Whole. They all felt
the neeeestty of some action being taken to avert the
dangers which at present beset the people of Alabama
and the South. The message called for their considera¬
tion in a greater degree trora the fact
ning of the session, the Governor had thought otherwise
In regard to the matter. He believed every member
bad made up his mind how to vote, and there was no
use of pu'tlng the thing over for another day. For his
part, he had oome to the conclusion to vote for the con¬
stitutional amendment, and was willing to take the re¬
sponsibility if any was attached to it
Mr. Barnw said If they referred It to the Committee

on Federal Relations, that committee could learn what
reasons the Governor had for. changing his m>nd, and
make a report upon the matter in the morning. He was
opposed to the adoption of the constitutional amend¬
ment blmseir, and he would rather suffer his right arm
to be severed from his body than to abandon President
Johnson In this extremity.
Mr Kiltatrick followed In a similar strain of re¬

marks, and deprecated the idea of going back on one's

'r'j|r Stkrs remarked that the time was past for capti¬
vating speeches. This was no time to postpone the mat¬
ter. What could they expect to gain by delay » He had
heard this talk of waiting long enough. Dunng the re¬
bellion they used to say "wait a ilttlo longer and we will
whip the Yankees yet."

Now that lbs affairs of ths New and Old Worlds are

bec oming so complicated that an open rupture in their
relations is quits probable, and an attempt be made by
Knglaad and Franca to Interrupt ths growing power of
tha I'nlted States, U is of the greatest Importance that
the great body of tha people in this country should
rightly understand tha position of the English people in
regard to such a course of action.
